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CAPTURING AN ENGINE. 


A Lively Incident of the War 
Between the States. 


n W. A. Fulier Tells All Aboul It— 
He and the “General” to Attend 
the Grand Army—Ete. 


The “General” is on the way to Ohio. 

One of the most thrilling episodes of the 
war was the capture of the locomotive ‘‘Gen- 
eral” by aband of federal soldiers, and its re- 
capture by Captain W. A. Fuller, of this city. 
The story has been told many times and is now 
g part of history. - 

Captain Fuller has been invited to attend 
the encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, which takes place the 11th, 12th and 
13th of this month at Columbus, Ohio. He 
has accepted the invitation and will leave At- 


‘Janta for Columbus, via Cincinnati, next Sat- 


urday afternoon. 

The encampment will be attended by tens 
of thousands of veterans. The O. M. Mitchell 
post of Atlanta will send a large number of 
representatives. 

Prominent officers of the encampment pe- 
titioned Senator Brown to lend them the lo- 
comotive “General” for exhibition on the 
track of the parade ground, and their request 
was acceded to. The famous engine is now on 
the way to Ohio. It started on its trip yester- 
day and will reach its destination tomorrow. 

Captain Fuller talks interestingly about his 
war experiences and describes graphically the 
capture and recapture of the “‘General.’’ 

“Yes,’’ said he last night, “I remember dis- 
tinctly the incidents of that eventful day. The 
minutest details are stil! fresh in my memory. 
I have always taken a personal interest in the 
‘“jeneral.’ Only a few days agoI examined it. 


- The locomotive will be one of the most inter- 


esting features of the encampment, andI am 
glad I will be there.”’ 

“Tell something about the capture of the 
engine, for public interest, as the event has 
been suddenly revived.”’ 

“Well, to begin with, let me say afew words 
about the ‘General.’ It was bought as a pas- 
senger engine in 1857, and since then has done 
service for the Western and Atlantic railroad. 
Lately it has been hauling accommodation 
trains. “he company now hold itin great 
esteem, and money could not buy it. During 
the war the ‘General’ saw some rough usage. 
It was under heavy fire at the battle of Resac- 
ca, Jonesboro and Grahamville, 8S. C., bnt was 
netinjured. In December, 1564, it was draw- 
ing a train of seven cars and was 
stopped near Porkuataligo, S.C., right in the 
center of a battlefield, I was in charge of the 
train. The cars were loaded with dead 
bodies.’’ 

“The 12th of April, 1862, the locomotive was 
captured at Big Shauty by a party of federals 
under the command of J.J. Andrews, There 
, besides Andrews, twenty-two men in 
the gang and all were dressed in citizens’ 
This party has since been known as 
the Mitchell raiders, pecause they were sent 
out by General O. M. Mitchall. Was a con- 
ductor of the train and Jeff King was my en- 
gineer. The party of raiders boarded the train 
at Marietta and palmed themselves off as 
refugees from Kentacky who were desirous of 
enlisting in the confederate service. When 
we got to Big Shanty we got off and went to 
the breakfast house. This was an eating 
house’ station. While we were eating 
break fast the raiders got in their 
work. The engine was on the track 
and attached to it were three empty cars and 
the mail and passenger coaches, My face was 
turned toward the track, but I did not see 
what was going on till my attention was at- 
tracted by the ringing of the bell. It seems 
that the soldiers had detached the passenger 
train from the locomotive and box cars, but in 
doing so had failed to cut the bell cord. As 
the cngine moved off the bell rang, and I took 
allinataglance. The engine with the three 
cars moved away rapidly. I hurried out and 
summoned Engineer Jeff King. I went two 
and a half mies and procured a hand-car and 
returned for King. We got in and Anthony 
Murphy jumped in, too. Weran the hand- 
car to Etowah, a _ distance of twenty 
miles. Two of us would push while 
the other ono rested. As we proceeded 
I observed that the federal raiders had torn u 
the track in places and had cut the telegraph 
wires. This was done, of course, to impede 
the speed of the pursuing party. As we came 
to a break we would lift up the handcar bodily 
and tote itover. At Etowah station we got 
the ‘Yonah,’ an old locomotive belonging to 
Mack A. Cooper's iron -works, and with this 
we went to Kingston, where we found the road 
blocked up with many freight cars which the 
raiding party had sentin. At this juncture 
they were not more than half an hour ahead 
ofus. I[knewthat the Rome train must be 
then heading in the direction of Chattanooga 
on the ‘Y.’ Murphyand I went on through 
Kingston to the farend of the ‘Y,’ and took 
the Rome enPine and hastened in pursuit of 
the yankees. Several persons went with us 
forsix miles to a point where we found the 
track torn up for fifty yards. Here we aban- 
doned the Rome train and went on foot to 
Adairsville, a distance of four miles. Here we 
met the down day express, carrying twenty 
cars. Murphy and I were theonly parties that 
went all the way. After switching off the 
twenty cars, we went straight forward to Cal- 
houn, a distance of ten miles, the engine going 
backward. Weran this distance in precisely 
twelve minutes. We were gaining on the 
raiders, At Calhoun Isawa telegraph oper- 
ator from, Dalion, whom I knew,and I got 
him tosend off immediately a dispatch to 
General Ledbetter, who was at Chattanooga. 
I told him of the raid and capture of the loco- 
motive and heeged him to intercept the men 
at Chattanooga. Lalsotold him that it was 
the evident purpose of the yankees to burn 
the bridges as they crossed them. This message 
Was raitied off and reached Chattanooga.

Not a moment too soon, however. Before

We overtook the raiders two miles north of: 


Calhoun, while they were engaged in tearing 
up the track. As soon as they saw us coming 
They detache 

One of their cars and left it on the track to ob- 
Struct our passage. We coupled it to the 
Bugine and Samuel onward in hot pursuit. It 
WAS Very exciting about now. We had some 
pretty running. It was nip and tuck. We 
Kept about an equal distance apart. We 
yressed them so closely that when they reached 
tesacca they iuteahed another car. This left 
them with one car and us with two cars. They 
had twenty-three men on beard. Our party 
consited of myself, Murphy, Peter Brackiss, 
Fiem Cox and Alonzo Martin. We were armed 
with double-barrelled shotguns. The raiders 
had considerable advantage of us. They had 
loaded their cars with crossties, and as they 
ran they dropped these behind their 
car ~ an in front of us, We 
had to stop often to remove these obstructions, 
and this took a good deal ef time. We kept 


in sightof them for two miles or so,going some. 


distance beyond Ringgold. We had run past 
all the wood and water stations, and it was 
@asy to see that the ‘General’ corld not hold 
out much longer, The raiders doubtless re- 
alized this, for they abandoned the machine 
and took to the woods. Before jumping from 
the engine they reversed her and opened wide 
her throttle, hoping to run her into us before 
we could stop. But this scheme was not 
successful. The steam was nearly 
exhausted and the engine could not move 
many yards, Well, we lost no time in captur- 
ing the ‘General.’ 
and had it towed back. Then I and Mur yhy, 
Cox and Martin ran in pursuit ofthe rai ers, 
Who were attempting to escape in the woods. 
Back at Ringgold I had seen a company of 
militia drilling. I sent the captain word about 
what had occurred, and asked him to assist us 
in capturing the federals. Soon wo were 
scouring the woods. Our efforts were reward- 
ec with suocess. We succeeded in capturing 


 Gvery one of them. They were taken to Chat- 


fanooga and jailed. There was a courtmartial, 
Over Which Judge Crook, of the Rome circuit, 
Presided. The late Judge Baxter, of Tennes- 
See, aud another distinguished advocate were 
tained by the prisoners to defend them. 
andrews was tried and convicted and sen- 
Benced to be hanged. Seven others had the 
The “Xperience, being tried in Knoxville. 
ie Whole lot was brought to Atlanta and 
—_ jail. Andrews was taken out and 
ee d the first day. About ten days there- 
= seven raiders who had been con- 
ted were similarly disposed of. Their bod- 
hee ‘uterred in the new quarter of Oak- 
but were subsequently removed to Chat- 
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tancoga, A few weeks later six of the raiders 
escaped and were never caught. The others 
were exchanged.”’ 
That was the cloeing act in the drama. 
Capta'h Fuller will doubtless have a big 
time in Columbus.

Forseveral weeks after that the white peo- 
pie hid him out from the yankees, and finally car- 
ried him through the country tothe mountains of 
North Carolina, There wasa reward ot $1,000 for 
him, Leaving North Carolina he went up in north 
Georgiaand hired himself as a farm hand. He 
drank too much one day, and while intoxicated he 
told his employer that there was a reward of $1,000 
out forhim, The farmer arrested him, delivered 
him to the proper authorities, and received the re- 
ward.

The Importance of the Cityasa 
‘Risk’? Centre. 


— 


The Territory Covered, and. the Amount of 
Money Handied by the Ineuarance 
Men—Other Yacts, Ete. 


atlanta {s the insurance center of the south. 
The tire insurance business brings a million 


dollars worth of premiums to Atlanta every 


rea,?. 

The life insurance business is so full of fire 
and gets about so fast that itis hard to count; 
bot it is on the increase. The volums of the 
business may be imagined when one man, like 
Governor Bullock, takes a $100,000 policy. 

The New York Equitable, which wrote that 
policy, is the company which  con- 
tinuts to do business at the old 
stand in Jacksonville. It is related 
of one Jacksonville insurance agent that he 
continued to write life policies until a man 


came to him with a pulse of one hundred and . 


two. 

That kind of business was too brisk even for 
alifeinsurance agent, and he adjourned to 
Atlanta fora few wecks of much needed 


rest. 

Seven leading fire insurance companies have 
avents in Atlanta, and 
these agents have charge of the 
entire southern states. Every local agent 
in the south reports to them and all the premi- 
ums come to them. This brings $1,000,000 in 
cash to Atlanta every vear. 

A good part of this sum stops in Atlanta and 
is divided among the 113 Atlanta men engaged 
in the business. The rest of the 
money stops on the way and swells the deposits 
of the banks. 

This business is handled by the following 
gen ral agents: : 

Mr. Clarence Knowles, representing the 
Germania of New York, aud the Sun Mutual, 
of New Orleans. 

Mr. John C. Whitner, representing the Mer- 
chants, of New Jersey, the Amazon, of Cin- 
cinnati, and the Hibernia, of New Orleans. 

Mr. I. C. Stockdell, representing the Pho- 
nix, of Brooklyn. 

Major Livingstén Mims, representing the 
Hlome of New York, besides his life insurance 
business. 

Messrs. W. F. and W. P. Pattillo, represent- 
jug the iamburg Bremen. 

Captain Edward 8. Gay, representing the 
Insurance Company of North America. 

Mr. John H. Norton, late of Jacksonville, 
representing the Providence Washington, of 
Providence, R. 1. 

In addition to these there are a num- 
ber of special agents who make headquarters 
in Atlanta and trayel through the south look- 
ing after the interests of their companies. 

It is rumored that one of these special 
agents, Mr. A. G. MclIlwain, representing the 
Loudon and Lancashire, will be made general 
ngentof thatcompany for the south, with 
headquarters in Atlanta. 

It is also on the cards that Mr, Thomas Eg- 
leston, the special agent for the Hartford, will 
be put in charge of a general agency here. 

This would give Atlanta nine gencral agen- 
cies, instead of seven, and would proportion- 
ately swell the sum of premiums coming into 
Atianta, besides giving employment to more 
clerks, and putting that much more money in 
circulation here. 

Atlanta is headquarters -ffor the South- 
eastern ‘Tariil association, an organization 
which is to the fire insurance 
business what the Southern’ Railway 
and Stearhship association has been to the 
railroad business. The tariff association was 
organized in 1882, under the presidency of Mr. 
Clarence Knowles. The present. oflicers are 
Major Livingston Mims, president, and Mr. 
Kalford Kreth, secretary. 

The most remarkable thing about the in- 
surance bnsiness is its wonderful system. A 
general agent in an é ~<Atlanta _ office, 
when an application for a policy comes from 
havannah or any other town in the state, can 
take downamapand put his finger on the 
picce of property and see from the color of the 
map whether the building is wood, brick or 
stone, whether the walls extend above the roof, 
and get the details of the water fittings and 
other elements that go to make up the charac- 
ter of the risk. 

The map of Atlanta is on a number of sheets 
nearly a yard square, and they make a book 
Which sells for S60. 

Every year the per centage of fire losses is fig- 
ured to the last decimal. 

The last estimate is that in the southern 
states the losses were 60.9 per cent of the gross 
receipts from premiums. ‘The expenses run al] 
the way from 30 to 50 per cent of the premiums 

Mr. Knowles has compiled from the comp 
troller general’s report a statement showing 
that in Georgia during the years of 1881 to 
18S6, inclusive, all the fire insurance compa- 
hits doing business in the state netted only 
£129,365 on premiums amounting to $7,328,280. 

Mr. Knowles shows that two Georgia com- 
Pst the Georgia Home and the Southern 

utual, made $550,208, while outside compa- 
Dies lost $400,340 on the Georgia business. 

There is a sort of moral sciencein insurance. 
The insurance men divide a risk into two 
parts, the moral afd the physical. 

“The most disastrous risk we have had in 
the south,’ said an insurance man yesterday, 
“is the tobacco risk. Tho moral risk seems to 
be the worst feature of the business in to- 
bacco. I mean tobacco in the factories 
and warehouses. We have no 
business of that kind here, bnt 
we have a great deal of it in North Carolina 
and Virginia.’ 

‘“‘Itow is the mora! risk in insuring whisky 
in barrooms ?”’ 

“It is a bad risk and many of the companies 
aré not disposed to write that kind of business 
at aii. 

The policy of the state of Georgia in requir- 
ing insurance companies doing business in this 
State to deposit bonds in the state treasury to 
secure their Georgia policy holders is 
One that meets with great public favor, but 
the Insurance men say it is unjust. 

“Hf it were carried to its legitimate conclu- 
sion, said a leading insurance man, ‘and 
every state required such a deposit, the insur- 
ance companies would have their assets scat- 
tered all over the country. The securities 
Would not be available in any emergency, 
Such as the Boston fire. It isa bad principal.

Day in Local 
Circles. 


A Dull 


Interésting Information About the Central 
—Gossip About Railroad Possibi> 
ities—Notes of Travel. 

Another dull day in railroad circles. 

And when business is dull the discussion of 
past, present and futuré railway conditions is 
the most cheerful and easiest way to kill 
the time that hangs as heavy asa scalper’s 
sigh upon the railroad men. 

Yesterday was no exception to this rule and 
a vatiety of subjects was discussed. The 
weather first, and» when that was worn 50 
threadbare’that the moisture dripped from its 
whiskers, the railroad builders took a hand. | 

“T tell you what itis,’ said the man who 
can sell a tieket and tell the truth at the same 
time, ‘‘there are too many railroads being built 


in the south, and Georgia is ahead of them all, 


I think some of them will prove worthless and 


bankrupt their builders.”’ 

“Oh, IL don’t know,” answered a cheerful 
agent who always looks on, the bright side of 
things. “I have been hearing that kind of 
talk ever'sinee the war, and the railroads con- 
tinue to be built and go right along making 
money. The truth of the matter is that Geor- 
gia is keeping right up with the railroad de- 
velopment, and so long as this is the case rail- 
roads will be profitable, 

‘It don’t make much difference about the 
new railroads,” chimed in the oracle, as he 
plucked another gray hair out of his mustache. 

“The present railroad situation in Georgia 
will be considerably chan@ed within the four 
months, if I know what I am talking about, 
and [think Ido. Why,even you boys, who 
are in the railroad business, and supposed to 
keep up with the times talk as though 
there were a half dozen different 
systems running trains into Atlanta. The 
fact of the business is that one man virtually 
controls the key to the whole railroad situa- 
tionin Georgia. Of course, there may. be 
some changes in the near future that will up- 
set my calculations, but you will see a grand 
consolidation of southern raijroad interests 
about the time New Year calisfor 1889 are 
fashionable.”’ 

And the meeting adjourned. 

A Great Railroad, 

In the trade edition of the Savannah News, 
which hasjust been issued, there is printed an inter- 
esting statement of the condition: of the Central 
Railroad and Banking company. The total mileage 
of the system is given at 1,637 miles. This does not 
include the Buena Vista and Ellaville road. the 
Eden extcnsion, or the: Newnan branch, which, 
when completed, will add 23d miles tothe above 
total. The steamship line, with a tieet of ten steam- 
ers, owned and operated by this 
corporation, adds greatly to its im- 
porianee as a competitor for both freight 
and passenger business. The Central railroad owns 
161 locomotives, 1,500 box cars, 86 freight and 145 
passenger coaches. Of these, 21 locomotives, 200 box 
cars, 120 coal cars, 2 sleepers and 2 officers’ cars were 
purchased-or constructed during the past year, and 
orders are out for 28 new engines and several hun- 
dred cars. The gross earnings of the company 
for twelve months ending June 30,were $,374, 900.60: 
an increase of $498,129,08 over the same period last 
vear. Underthe new management the dividends 
have been eight per cent peraunum. After paying 
all expenses, taxes and betsermente, out of the earn- 
ings of the twelve months, there remains on hand 
$2,073,703, which ameunt will be used in payment of 
interest on the bonds, rentals, dividends and im- 
provements. The article in the News covers every 
feature of the management of this system, and pays 
a high compliment to the efficiency of the present 
es and predicts a great future for the Cen- 
tral, :
